Body Carried to the Grave with Pomp and Cere- 


mony—"Sleep Thy Last Sleep" Closed 


the Funeral Services. 


Windsor, Feb. 4.—Queen Victoria's 
body was consigned to its home in j 
Frogmore mausoleum at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, and was accompalned 
to the grave with the same pomp that 
has marked its progress from Osborne 
to Windsor. By the express command 
of King Edward, the last act in the 
empire's grief drama was a public 
spectacle- instead of a rigidly private 
function as previously planned. 


The mairch to the mausoleum was 


accordingly a military show rivaling 
in splendor the pageant which held 
London spellbound on Saturday. The 
grenadier guards bore the royal re- 
mains from the Albert memorial chap- 
el, where they rested in solitary state 
Sunday, to an artillery carriage, and 
horses which drew them 
to their 


eternal shelter beside the body of the 
queen's beloved consort. 


As before, the king, the queen, the 


kaiser and the other royal mourners 


followed afoot and troops lined, the 
route.

The persistence exhibited by Frye- 


and some of his colleagues on the ship 
subsidy bill indicates a spirit of rest- 
lessness that is not creditable, and 
suggests that the unlimited power ol 
congress; may be' dangerous to public 
welfare, 
- 


It is possible for this little coterie 


of senators to so block necessary leg 
islation'in their' ambition -to favor a 
pet-scheme, as to embarrass govern 
ment in various .departments. 
The 


appropriations that the' present ses- 
sion are called upon to make may go 
over to an extra session, and are very 
likely to, unless the, subsidy bill 
is 


disposed of. 
That means negligence- 


of duty that is inexcusable in a pub- 
lic servant; even though he may wear 
the title of United States Senator. 


The subsidy bill provides for a do- 


nation 'to a fe\y ship companies, of 
$10,000,000 a year for twenty years. 


It means protection for these com- 


panie,s against home competition to the 
extent of $200,000,000 of- the people's 
money for the same length of time. 
For this vast expenditure of money 
the people are to be rewarded by pat- 
ting themselves oh the back, and point- 
ing With pride to the American Mer- 
chant 'Marine.

Pride is a good thing to possess and 


the American people are not destitute 
of it. 


Every .loyal citizen:carries his head 


a little higher, exteWs his chest, pulls' 
down his "waistcut" and doffs his hat 
to the Stars and Stripes, whenever 
his eye catches sight of the emblem, 
with the glad thought in his heart, 
"I am an American," but he don't go 
crazy wild, and offer to sacrifice all 
his wife's relations to gratify personal 
pride. 
;That;s about what congress 


is attempting with the ship subsidy 
bill, Pn tne- flimsy pretext' of national 
pride. 


Prii^S to a;.certain extent is com- 


mendable, but beyond certain limits 
it is dangerous. Many a young man 
has been left in life because his pridi 
prompted him to trot in a class that 
was too fast for him. 
Many a home 


has been wrecked for the same reas- 
on. 
Churches frequently get ambi- 


tious, and pride prompts them to build 
a $40,000 church to run on a $2,OOC 
income. 


Cities .sometimes get inflated with 


pride, as 
Philadelphia and Chicagi 


did, but it is an open question wheth- 
er the train of wreckage left in the 
wake of the Centennial and "Word's 
Fair, is a fair equivalent-for the grat- 
ification of the city's .pride. 


Unless the subsidy bill enthusiasts 


have something stronger to produce 
In 
argument 
than 
national pride, 


they are destitute of a'plea that is 
worth considering. 


American capital and American en- 


terprise are not slow to discover chan- 


•'• • nels for investment,' and in good times 


like tiie present, they are both willing 


'. to' take, 'chances. 
. If there is a le- 


, gitimate demand for ocean going ves 
seTs, and if there is any-profit in oper- 
ating them, there is plenty of idle 
jnpn'ey just now to equip ami main 
tain ft fleet of any dimensions, 


If there is no demand for this kind 


Of an investment, or if there is no prof 
It for American capital in it, then con-i 
gress has no riKht to encourage 
it 


by donation under -the subterfuge of 
subsidy. 


If Senators Frye, Hanna, et al.-, warn 


to invest their own caprtaal in the 
scheme, they have a perfect right to 
do so, and the people will wish them 
well, and if the venture should cause 
them to. swell up with pride beyonc 
recognition, "so mote it be," but the 
common people 
scattered over the 


country recognize the -fact that while 
Nature's great waterways are free to 
all 'nations, they prefer to travel by 
land, and have no ambition to make 
an Investment in sea-going, craft. 


The subsidy bill is, of course, a re- 


publican . measure. 
It couldn't 
be 


any thing else under' existing circum- 
stances. 
It does not follow, because 


of that fact that it should receive the 
support of the party or of he press. 
Like all questions of expediency, it i 
open to criticism. 
Public sentiment 


throughout the west is against it, and 
it is meeting with more or less oppo- 
sition in the east. 
Congress is sup- 


posed to take into acount the wishes 
of the people In. handling question of 
this class. 
A little tour .of investi- 


gation will satisfy the national law 
makers that the rank and file of both 
parties are not clamoring for a ship 
subsidy bill. 


HOME INDUSTRIES. 


People will learn with regret that F. 
M. Marzluff & Co. are talking of mov- 
ing their factory to Milaukee. 
The 


Marzluff industry is recognized as one 
of Janesvalle's leading institutions ancl 
one that the city can not afford to lose' 


It would seem as though the princi 


pal reason 
for the move—a lack oi 


room and a lower rate of insurance— 
might be readily overcome. 
With 


the amount of idle money there is in 
Janesville at present, plenty of monej 
should be readily secured on a loni 
lease, to put up any kind of a building 
that the company requires, and in a 
location here insurance rates would 
be nominal. 


If the Marzluff 
Company 
will 


make their wants known, and state 
what kind of a lease they are will- 
ing to make. The Gazette is of the im- 
pression that money could be easily 
found for a building. 
While Milwau- 


kee may possess some advantages as 
a manufacturing center it is no bet- 
ter in many respects than Janesville 
and the establishment of a business 
in any given locality has its advan- 
tages. 


The -Marzluff Company should be 


kept in Janesville if it can be done by 
any reasonable means. 


Since the above was written Mr. 


Marzluff has made a statement and 
it would seem that 
arrangements 


could easily be made to keep the con- 
cern in Janesville. 


THE ANTI-PASS LAW.

the anti-pass law, passed two years 
ago, so that the question may come 
before the people two years hence, 
in the shape of a constitutional amend- 
ment.

under protest, because the republicai 
members were afraid to vote ugainsl 
it, and it will be ratified at the pres- 
ent session for the same reason. It 
•was called 
a reform measure,, ad. 


vanced for political capital and everj 
man who votes for it practically says: 
"I believe my constituency is afraid 
to trust me to enact railroad legisla- 
tion with a pass in my pocket." Thai 
expresses an element of • weakness 
that may contain a large degree oi 
truth. 
At any rate the present leg- 


islature cannot afford to do lose than 
ratify the act, so that the voters of

the 
iniquitous pass is forever re- 


moved. 
It is possible that Wisconsir

portunity to determine.

bring order out of the political chaos 
that existed. 


Judge Fifteld treated of Marshall as 


a federalist opposed to those wno 
stood strongly for state rights. The 
federalists builded better than .they 
knew, he said, and the result has 
outshot their wildest dreams. 
In a 


hundred years the nation has increas- 
ed from four to seventy-five millions 
and the Mississippi valley, which one 
of the most farseeing thought might 
be settled in 1,000 years contains more 
inhabitants many times over than the 
whole nation at the time of the adop- 
tion :of the constitution. 
In conclu- 


sion lie gave Jackson's toast—"Our 
federal union it must and shall be 
preserved." 


Expounder of the Constitution. 


Hon. A. A. Jackson regarded- Mar- 


shall from the standpoint of an ex- 
pounder of the constitution. 
This, 


which is a grant of power from the 
people of the several states to ihe cen- 
tral government, is the chief of the 
four great documents in the history 
of the nation. 
The other three -are 


the compact of the Mayflower, the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Emancipation Proclamation. 


One hundred years ago today Mar- 


shall took his seat as chief justice 
of the supreme court of the United 
States. 
His age was forty-six years. 


He was not a great lawyer nor had 
he had much experience and he was 
callep upon to interpret a document 
such -as the world had never seen. He 
did not confine himself to federalistic 
views nor anti-federalisitc, but steered 
steadily between the two- binding him- 
self by what he believed was the in- 
tention of the framers. 


To do. this required supreme 
good 


judgment,, absolute impartiality and 
for'these great gifts and'his skill in 
using them he is honored 
today 


throughout the land. 
He was forced 


to strike out in a new line, and with 
no chart or compass but his own ge- 
nius- as a jurist accomplished a suc- 
cess where the wisest might have 
failed and not have been ashamed 


Reviewed as a Man. 


Judge B. F. Dunwiddie reviewed 


him as a man and took St. Paul's 
dissertation on charity as a model 
for 'describing his manifold graces. He 
spoke of his patience, his benevolence, 
his great love of children, his modesty 
and the extreme sweetness of his 
temper. 
Whether" the 
table- 
was 


spread with the menu of an ascetic 
or an epicurean he was entirely sat- 
isfied. If things went well or ill he was 
undisturbed. 
His courtesy was the 


kind that recognized the nobility ex- 
isting in everyone, and his generosity 
made him regard all men as brothers. 
The speaker concluded, "He possessed 
great intellect, great wisdom 
and 


great love, which is the greatest of 
the three."

tures given of John Marshall by the

cannot fail to interest the high school 
•jm!?!}? 'H th'S extraordinary man, who 
with no show or pretense but simply 
good sense, good brains and a kind 
heart has left an Ineffaeeble stamp 
upon the legal history of the country. 
From now on John Marshall will not 
be simply a name, but a living, breath- 
ing personality whom all delight to 
honor.

7 O'CLOCK LAST NIGHT. 


Street Cars Were
